1994 


The year 1994 has offered us the opportunity to proceed on projects 
funded by Town Meeting, the installation of a kitchen at the Town Hall 
Building and a room for the Historical Society to store their memorabilia. 

At this time the Board on behalf of the Town has written a letter to the 
Historical Society thanking them for the donation to the Town of a mi- 
crowave oven for the kitchen at the Town Hall plus eight tables to be used 
at the same site. 

The Highway Department embarked on a major ditching and earth 
removal with specific widening on Egan Road. A local contractor and 
excavator was used to assist. The department has used Geotec material at 
various troubled areas. The Board is continuing to enlist the aid of Larry 
Wiggins as an engineering consultant to insure correct road engineering 
and to help draw spec bids. Also major improvements have been made near 
the Beagle Club and at the entrance of Mica Mine Road. 

The first Hydrogeological testing has been done at the landfill by the 
Town’s engineering firm, Dufresne & Henry, with results on the positive 
side. Second testing to be done on a time frame initiated by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Service. 

We would like to Thank the many people who served Unity as public 
employees as well as the many volunteers who rise to high levels of 
community support in times of emergency as well as mundane projects. 
Our fondest wish is the continuation of community pride and service and 
the desire to be bold and far reaching. We would like to say “Thank You” to 
Russ Donahue for his short term in office and at the same time say 
“Welcome” to Randy Bragdon. Also, we would like to announce the ap- 
pointment of Harry Lefebvre to the Sullivan County Development Asso- 
ciation.

The meeting reconvened March 12, 1994. Moderator, Fred Hall called 
the meeting to order at 12:05 p.m. He opened the meeting with a 
salute to the flag. 


Moderator explained the rules of the meeting. 


ARTICLE 3 To receive reports of the Town Officers and take any 
action thereon. 


Edward Gregory moved that we accept the reports as written. 
Seconded by Willard Hathaway. 


The Moderator turned the floor over to the Board of Selectmen for 
explanations, comments and to answer questions. 


~*~ 


Mr. Gregory, Chairman for the Board of Selectmen, introduced the 
Board of Selectmen, Secretary to the Selectmen and the Town Clerk. 
He also announced that Peggy Austin had been appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen to be Tax Collector for the Town. 


Mr. Gregory read two letters from Constance Jackson, Town Counsel. 


The first letter was regarding the Unity School District money 
($40,000.00) which was deposited incorrectly to Elsworth Putnam's 


account in March 1991. To summarize the update; the County 
Attorney reported the matter will probably come up for criminal 
trial in the summer, 1994. Our Attorney will pursue filing suit 


against Fleet Bank to recover the money since, she believes the 
loss cannot be recovered under the Town Treasurer's bond. There is 
no reason to believe the Town Treasurer prepared the deposit slip 
which accompanied the check. Therefore, Mrs. Jackson says our 
remaining option is bring suit against Fleet Bank. 


The second letter was concerning a former Town Clerk/Tax Collector, 
Sue Strout. To summarize the update; the investigation is 
complete, and at this time he plans to bring charges up for the 
missing Town Clerk money, but not that of the Tax Collector. He 
feels reasonably confident about proving Ms. Strout's 
responsibility for the missing Town Clerk funds. The Tax Collector 
records were so disorganized, and there was evidence that at least 
one other person in the office, not authorized by law to do so, did 
in fact collect and handle tax money. Therefore, he felt that any 
case against Ms. Strout for criminal liability for missing Tax 
Collector funds was too seriously compromised for him to proceed on 
that. He is attempting to have Ms. Strout voluntarily return to 
New Hampshire to resolve the matter rather that extradite her. She 
is now on a very short deadline to either return, or face the 
consequences. 


Paul Mercier, the Town's Auditor, of Plodzik and Sanderson was 
introduced and explained the balance of 179,000.+ in the unreserved 
Fund balance. He commended the Board for the job they had 
continued to perform in the Office to clean up past problems which 
plagued the Town. 


ARTICLE 3. Moderator called for vote to receive the Officer's 
reports as written. Vote carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sums as stated in the posted Budget (MS6) in the following 
categories, for a total of $584,407 (A motion will be accepted to 
by-pass action until all article have been voted on.)

Mr. Gregory explained the proposed budget's impact on the Town's 
portion of the tax rate. He said we would have to raise $221,278 
in taxes since the overall budget would be offset by $100,000 from 
the unreserved fund balance. Thus the Town's portion would be 
approximately 28 cents lower than 1993. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1000 for the purpose of long range repairs and 
improvement to the Old Town Hall to be placed in previously created 
and established General Fund Trust. 

Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Russ Donahue. 
There was no discussion. 

ARTICLE 5. Vote carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6. "Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 31:95-b 


providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific recision of such 


authority, the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without 
further action by the town meeting, unanticipated money from a 
state federal or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year?" 


Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Willard Hathaway.

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Several residents expressed that they did not object to the article 
being presented each year and wanted the word a ata ee removed 
from the article. 


Mr. Gregory explained this was a new option which DRA had made 
available for the Town Meetings to reduce the number of articles 
which had to be presented each year and could be revoked at any 
Town Meeting. Some residents want RSA 32 to be read so they could 
determine what the difference was. 


A motion was made by Russ Donahue to pass over discussion on 
article 6 and return to it when we have received and are able to 
read RSA 32. Seconded by Mary Gere. 


Motion to pass over article until later pass in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7. "Shall the Town accept the provision of RSA 33:7 
providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific recision of such 


authority, the selectmen to issue tax anticipation notes?" 
Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Willard Hathaway. 


Mary Gere presented an amendment to Article 7 to read; To see if 
the Town will authorize the Selectmen to issue tax anticipation 
notes. Seconded by Sue Lawrence. 


Vote to approve amendment carried in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 7 as amended. Vote carried in the affirmative. 


Moderator then went back to article 6. An amendment was presented 
by Bob McDevitt to read as follows; To see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend without 
further action by the Town Meeting, unanticipated money from a 
state, federal or other governmental, or a private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year. Seconded by Fred 
Bellimer. 


Vote to approve amendment carried in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 6 as amended. Vote carried in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
indefinitely until rescinded to convey any real estate acquired by 
the Town by Tax Collector's deed. Such conveyance shall be by 
deed following public auction, or the property may be sold by 


advertised sealed bids, or may be otherwise disposed of as justice 
may require.

Mr. Gregory explained that the Board had determined the records 
which were being restored were original records and pointed out 
that the 2 books which were restored in 1993 were on display in the 
meeting room.

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate

Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Russ Donahue. 
Mr. Gregory gave an explanation for this article on behalf of the 
Board. The Board wanted to see the money be raised over several 
years rather than all at once. 


Bob McDevitt presented an amended article as follows; To see if 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 to be 
placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of a new Police 
cruiser and to bring the vote before a Town Meeting before 
purchase. Seconded by Sue Lawrence. 


After much discussion Robert Janell asked to move the question. 
The Moderator read the amendment and took a voice vote on the 
amendment. 


Vote to approve amendment failed. 
ARTICLE 13 as originally written. Vote carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $38,000 to be placed in Capital Reserve Fund for Capital 
Improvements of West Unity Road and name the Selectmen agents to 
expend the Fund. 


Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Willard Hathaway. 
An explanation was offered by the Selectmen who also turned the 
floor over to Larry Wiggins. Mr. Wiggins, a Civil Engineer and a 
Resident, spoke of his findings on the roads through out the Town. 
He feels there should be some long term planning for maintaining 
our roads. The Selectmen agree with his findings and 
recommendations. 


ARTICLE 14. Vote carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 to perambulate the lines between Unity and Acworth. 


Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Willard Hathaway. 
An explanation was given by Mr. Gregory. 


ARTICLE 15. Vote carried in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $35,000 to be placed in Capital Reserve Fund for 
Landfill Closure and name the Selectmen agents to expend the Fund. 
Motion was made by Edward Gregory and seconded by Russ Donahue. 

A request was presented to the Moderator for a secret ballot to be 


cast on this vote. The request was signed by 5 registered voters 
and confirmed by the Supervisors of the Checklist. 


\ 
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Mr. Gregory said the Selectmen had put the article in the warrant 
and had in mind, based on the State's recommendations, to use 
$25,000 for monitoring wells and $10,000 for the study. Mr. 
Gregory says the Selectmen have no sure plans for the Landfill but, 
they need the results of the study to know how to recommend to the 
Voter's what we should do with our landfill. 


A report from the State of New Hampshire was read by Edward 
Gregory. The State says there is some leakage from the landfill 
which could be harmful to drinking water. As Mr. Gregory had 
already indicated, the State is recommending we study the best way 
to handle our landfill and spoke of the need to install some more 
monitoring wells which would be necessary information for the 
study. 


Sue Lawrence had made a visit to the State Department of 
Environmental Services. She spoke at length about her visit. Sue 
stated that we do not want to put the word "closure" on anything 
concerning our landfill. 


Ben Mortell express dissatisfaction for not hearing back from the 
Board of Selectmen on the committee's recommendation. A committee 
had been appointed by the Board of Selectmen to study the landfill 
and to make suggestions. 


Ethel Jarvis says we need a temporary permit to prevent the closure 
of the landfill on April 9, 1994. ; 


Mary Gere stated that if we leave the word closure in the article, 
then the money must be used for closure purpose only, not a study 
to find the best way for us to go. 


An amendment, in writing, was presented by Mary Gere, for article 
16 to read as follows; To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $35,000 to be placed in Capital Reserve 
Funds for the landfill, seconded by Bob McDevitt. 


After much discussion, question was moved by Rodney Minckler and 
seconded by Fred Bellimer. Vote was in the affirmative. 


A voice vote was taken on the amendment presented by Mary Gere. 
The Moderator was unable to determine the vote by voice so he asked 
for a show of hands. Yes 37 No 39 The amendment failed. 


Larry Wiggins says there are two issues. One is the landfill 
closure plan and the second is the monitoring wells. He suggested 
that we put the money towards a landfill study plan and stated that 
we do not want to close the landfill.

I. A town may, by majority vote at any annual or special meeting, 
authorize the board of selectmen to establish or amend fees, as provided in 
this section.

V. This section shall not be deemed to prohibit a town from delegating 
authority over specific fees to another official or official body of the town.

To Unity Residents: 


1994 brought 1 minor change to the Unity Police Department. 

The Board of Selectmen accepted with regret the resignation of Andrew 
O’Hearne as a police officer, The officer in charge and the Board of Se- 
lectmen worked throughout the year trying to find a replacement with no 
luck. 

The town also sponsored Officer Chris Gentes to the full-time Officers 
School sponsored by NH Police Standards and Training. This was at no 
cost to the town of Unity. Chris continues to serve the town as an officer. 

The upgraded patrols were continued in 1994 and there were not a large 
number of incidents that can be attributed to this. 

Residents are reminded that rabies have come to New Hampshire and 
there have been incidents of rabid animals in Sullivan County. If you see a 
wild animal that appears to be sick, notify the department. Do not try to 
approach or make contact with the animal yourself. The department has 
purchased equipment to destroy the animal if needed. 

Again, we would ask the town’s support on the warrant article per- 
taining to money for the police cruiser replacement capital reserve fund. 
The cruiser at this time is holding up well, there have been no major 
problems, but will have to be replaced in the future. During 1995 the 
cruiser will have all of the rust fixed at no cost to the town by Ford.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 
1994 


The Conservation Commission has been working in conjunction with the 
Crescent Lake Association on monitoring the water quality of Crescent 
Lake on the Unity side. The project has consisted of taking water sam- 
ples from various sources and having them analyzed for a variety of 
elements. Cost for the State of N.H. and Lake Sunapee testing lab for three 
water test series (June, August and September) totaled $258.00 of which 
Unity Conservation Commission pays one third of $86.00.A report on 
Crescent Lake is sent to the Conservation Commission which in turn is 
available to the public. Along with this project an informational mailing 
was sent out to Crescent Lake landowners on the Unity side including fact 

sheets on how to maintain water quality and recognize problems. 

The Sullivan County Conservation District, two members of the Con- 
servation Commission (Ethel Jarvis and Jenny Wright) met July 27th at 
Marshall Pond to begin planning on the actual layout of an educational 
trail around the pond. Also in attendance was a biologist and forester from 
the USDA Soil Conservation Service, District Conservationist Allan Dix 
(who by the way has helped us on several other projects in the past) as well 
as two county commissioner and other planners including John Phelps 
from West Unity. Most of those attending walked around the pond ob- 
serving the area, with specific points of interest in mind, that were to be 
discussed later at a conference at the access road adjacent to the old 
cemetery located in the area. Although there was much input to the dis- 
cussion at the site and many ideas laid out there has been no further 
communication on this project to the Conservation Commission. 

The Conservation Commission continues to monitor Marshall Pond in 
conjunction with the maintenance director and administrator of Sullivan 
County Nursing Home as Sullivan County retained water rights in the 
conservation easement. 

The new fire pond constructed last year at the top of Unity Hill and fed 
by Marshall Pond proved to be invaluable to the Unity Volunteer Fire 
Department when they had to fight a devastating fire at the Maple Hill 
residential home at the Sullivan County complex in April. 

The members of the Conservation Commission wish to express their 
appreciation to the taxpayers for their continued support. We have again 
requested $1,000.00 in the warrant for general expenses and ask you to 
support this budget appropriation for 1995.

As I look back through my monthly reports for the year 1994, January 
was filled with closed days, due to bad snow storms. A very hard month for 
business. 

It is that time of year, when weeding of magazines becomes necessary. 
The older ones are taken to the Sullivan House of Corrections, where the 
use of them can‘still be enjoyed. Recycling in a positive way. 

Here is a list of the magazines that we do carry: Conservationist (do- 
nated) National Wildlife (donated) National Parks (donated.). Purchased 
by the library: The Environmental magazine, Kids Discover, Vermont 
magazine, Reminisce, Sierre, Country, Country Living, Country Woman, 
Guns & Ammo, House Plans, New Hampshire Profiles, Premier, Taste of 
Home, Vermont Life, and Yankee magazine. I would like to add, that in all 
of the yearas that we have had magazines in the library, that this year has 
been the best loaning year for magazines. If we don’t loan them out, we 
don’t renew them. 

Programs are offered to children of the town, during Saturday mornings 
from 9:30 a.m. to 10:30 a.m. Reading to them, they’re reading to me or a 
video. Alternating weekends. 

Summer Reading program begins Rt the closing of school in June and 
ends in August. You need to check at the library about this. 

Our volunteer program each week with two members of Developmental 
Services is still intact. 

The word volunteer is important: We would like to have interested folk 
in our town volunteer to help in the library. There is certainly enough that 
anyone could help me do, programming, shelving books, filing catalog 
cards, helping with cataloging (with training), keeping up with the latest 
trends in books, reading to little ones (which comes under programming). 

We do want to thank folks who have brought donations of books into the 
library. We accept donations with the provision, that books that we cannot 
use, we have the right to put them into our book sale. 

A few new books: “I Tina” by Tina Turner and Loeder, “What’s Love Got 
to Do With It”, by Nancy Pollard, “You Too, Can Find Anybody” by Joe 
Culligan. All of John Grishams books, Family Histories in N.H. by Rollock, 
(this is an indicator book telling you what N.H. Library you might find 
family histories), “Our Century” collection, great books for young and 
adults. “The Importance Of’ a series of thirty-five books, of biographies. 
This is only a portion of our purchases for 1994. 

Our goal in 1995: To purchase more in fiction, both young and adult. To 
purchase more materials concerning N.H. Non-fiction has been out goal for 
the past three years, so it’s time to move to other areas. 

We attempt to keep our video section educational and light hearted as 
well. Wonderful films pertaining to historical events of the town of Unity 
are donated to by John Fontaine. Wonderful work by a dedicated person.

Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) is a 
voluntary association of 31 towns. The Commission is concerned with the development of 
comprehensive plans for beneficial and balanced economic, environmental and social growth in 
the Region. It functions as a research, resource, and informational agency, and when 
appropriate, acts to obtain Federal, State and other approvals, grants-in-aid, loans and similar 
assistance for individual member towns and for the Region. The Commission provides technical 
assistance to member communities in the areas of planning (land use, transportation, water 
quality, etc.), mapping, community development, grantsmanship and grant administration. In 
addition, regional studies, such as our Regional Transportation Plan, and regional projects, such 
as the Lake Sunapee Watershed Management Study, are undertaken to the benefit of more than 
one community. 


In the past year, services such as our Planning Board training series, and library which 
features maps, planning resources and US Census data, were available to all of our member 
communities. Unity residents have taken advantage of some of these services. A complete list 
of services which benefit our members follows below. 


In 1994, our work for the Town of Unity included: 


- Provided assistance on landfill closure, including meetings and interpretations of 
process and options available to Town. 

- Provided information about household hazardous waste collection. 

- Helped with cost estimates for trash disposal in Lebanon. 

- Have continued to assist the NH solid waste district by providing administrative 
support. 

- Assisted the Planning Board with the ongoing process of updating the Master Plan by 
completing draft chapters on Population, Housing, Open Space and Recreation, 
Community Facilities and Services, and Public Roads and Transportation. 


Services Which Benefit All Member Communities 


- Consult and help residents of member communities as, and when, asked. 

- Meet with State officials and agency representatives to influence policy and to help keep the 
Region an active participant in many ongoing programs. This includes activity with 
transportation, solid waste, economic development, and environmental regulatory agencies 
in both New Hampshire and Vermont. 

- Maintain a library of regional data, maps and planning resources, and answer many requests 
for information. 
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Use the Geographical Information System (GIS) to perform mapping and analyses for member 
towns. | 

Assist the Upper Valley Solid Waste District in dealing with solid waste issues. Provide 
general staff support for the District. 

Publish a newsletter to inform and educate our members about planning issues and events in 
the states of New Hampshire and Vermont. 

Work in cooperation with the Sullivan County Economic Development Commission and 
Green Mountain Economic Development Corporation. 

Sponsor local sessions of the NH Municipal Law Lecture Series. 

Provide technical assistance to Advance Transit. 

Use the Regional Transportation Advisory Committee to develop regional policies and 
recommendations for the Regional Transportation Plan. 

Completed the Lake Sunapee Watershed Management Study which projects the population of 
the watershed at full build-out. 

Revise and update the Regional Plan. 

Comply with applicable Vermont Act 200 requirements at the local, regional and state level, 
including participation in the Council of Regional Commissions. 

Participate in Vermont Act 250 reviews. 

Sponsor planning board training sessions in New Hampshire and Vermont. 

Work with Upper Valley Land Trust and the Society for the Protection of NH Forests to 
protect open space and conserve important parcels of land. 

Participate in and work with the Connecticut River Valley Resource Commission. 

Review land use controls, master plans and capital improvement plans, and suggest 
amendments. 

Update the Regional Profile, a compendium of information about the Region. Many 
businesses use this resource.

We had two major 
incidents. The first was at the Unity Elementary School involving carbon 
monoxide poisoning. With the help of Golden Cross Ambulance Service 
and other mutual aid departments the incident went very well. The school 
has installed monitors and will watch them daily. The second was the fire 
at the Maple Hill Building, Sullivan County Home. I’m very proud of my 
officer’s and members for the excellent job done. Without the many hours 
of training and dedication they give to the department, the loss would have 
been much greater. Between the Unity School and the Maple Hill inci- 
dents, I spent over 72 hours on them. This doesn’t include the members 
time involved. 

This year we had 1 EMT join us and another member took EMT class. 
I also became a CPR instructor. Hopefully, we will have CPR classes for 
people in Unity during the months to come. Other members have taken 
training this year to keep certified and updated on different procedures. 

At this time, we would like to thank the Club 62 members, and their 
dedication to meet the ten year goal. Now the ten years are up and the new 
truck is paid for. Over $70,000 was raised through the Club 62 members. 
Also I would like to thank the people that responded to our newsletter. 
With their help and the Club 62 members, our department is able to buy 
the equipment that is needed to do our job professionally and safely. 
(Thanks) 

We purchased new SCBA’s (self-contained breathing apparatus), new 
hose, fittings, protective clothing, medical supplies, and a used ambulance 
for our new rescue truck. Golden Cross Ambulance Service also donated a 
set of jaws of life for our use.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


In calendar year 1994, our three (3) leading causes of fires were No Permit, Children 
and Rekindles of fires where the fire was not properly extinguished. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 11, the fire permit taw, and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a 
year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. 
This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


To the Members of the School Board 
Unity School District 
Unity, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Unity 
School District as of and for the year ended June 30, 1994, as listed in the table 
of contents. These general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of 
the School District’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the general purpose financial statements. An audit also 
includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall general purpose financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred to. above 
do not include the General Fixed Assets Account Group, which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be 
recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission 
described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position 
of the Unity School District as of June 30, 1994, and the results of its operations 
for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole. The individual fund financial statements 
listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and 
are not a required part of the general purpose financial statements of the Unity 
School District. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, 
is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose 


financial statements taken as a whole.

Superintendent’s Report 


As the Superintendent of S.A.U #6, | continue to be committed to 

improving the quality of education being delivered to all of the children in 
Unity. Ultimately, the quality of educational results is determined by the 
combined effort and commitment of parents, teachers, children, School 
Board Members, and S.AU. personnel. Whenever | have visited the Unity 
Elementary School, | have always found evidence of dedicated teaching and 
hardworking children. The school climate continues to reflect a 
community of learners supported by their community. 


These difficult financial times require all of our best efforts to ensure 
that the children are receiving the education they will need to thrive and 
Survive in the 21st century. Progress toward this end has been made with 
the addition of computer technology to enhance learning in the Unity 
School. The S.A.U. has also continued to provide curriculum and staff 
development opportunities for all Unity staff. In fact, we have 
incrementally increased these quality opportunities over the past two 
years. 


The main purpose of a school is to foster the highest levels of academic 
achievement for all children.

Kindergarten does make a difference in 
children’s achievement. | would hope the Unity community would consider 
again funding and supporting a kindergarten program at the school. It will 
mean a great deal to the education of your children. 


We are continuing to look for other resources, mainly grants, to help fund 
school improvement efforts in each community. Most important, however 
is that the Unity School Board continues to work diligently to provide 
quality education in the most cost-effective and efficient way. Because of 
their careful scrutiny of the operating budget as well as their careful 
yearly development of the budget, they are providing the community’s 
children with an affordable education, an education that must provide the 
children of Unity with what they will need to be successful and 
contributing members of society. 
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The S.A.U. Staff also continues to bring to the member districts the best 
prices on supplies and materials as well as providing advice on purchasing 
equipment, especially computers. This past year we have been able to 
offer a staff a payroll deduction plan to buy their own home computers.

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UNITY SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 
1994 


The Unity School has begun the process of self evaluation and future 
planning. As a result, there have been some important changes in cur- 
riculum development. The new principal will present a new formal cur- 
riculum in both mathematics and language arts to the school board for 
adoption at the close of the school year. This curriculum will conform to the 
basic attributes of the New Hampshire State Curriculum. This process will 
continue until all subject areas are providing a comprehensive and up to 
date approach to education. A computer curriculum has been developed. 

Although there has been considerable publicity about our results from 
recent 3rd grade testing. Unity did about as well as any school in the 
immediate area. These results only indicate the need for self evaluation 
and reinforce the fact that education and its administration cannot stand 
still. Change is inevitable and necessary. 

The School Board has established a committee to look at the future of the 
Unity School. Critical planning and discussion is needed to utilize our 
resources and opportunities. 

The School Board is also developing a long-term maintenance program 
for the Unity School Building. This plan is intended to maintain the 
up-keep of our school building and prevent any major unexpected ex- 
penditures. 

Due to the efforts of Jane Elliott and the increased availability of 
computers in our classroms, the first two quarters have shown a dramatic 
increase in the number of books read by Unity School children. The ac- 
celerated reader program has been adapted to the use of computers and 
the entire school now participates. The number of reading points amassed 
to date is over 3,000 with an average test score of 85 for the whole school. 
It was anticipated that only 2,000 points would be amassed for the whole 
year. As you can see, we have gone way beyond that goal in just two 
quarters. 

The School Board looks forward to the future with hope and pride and 
will continue to strive to create a positive learning experience for all. We 
encourage parents to become actively involved in their children’s educa- 
tion and would like to hear your ideas and suggestions.

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UNITY PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
1994-95 SCHOOL YEAR 


The 1994-95 school year opened smoothly through the efforts of faculty 
and staff and with the assistance of interim Principal Robert Leister. The 
configuration of classes for the year was Grade 1 taught by Lorraine 
Baker, Grade 2 with Barbara Goodine, Grade 3/4 taught by Tina Lawrie, 
Grade 5 with Jane Elliott. Grade 6 with Kristen Doran, and Grade 7/8 with 
Robin Grumman. Priscilla Paul continued to handle the Special Education 
and Chapter I programs with the assistance of Chapter I aide Nancy Heinz 
and Special Education aide Jennifer Westerburg. 

In September James F. Robinson was hired to take over as Prinicipal 
and started his duties on September 19th. At this time it had already 
become clear that the enrollment in the grade 3/4 and grade 7/8 classroom 
had become so excessive as to be hindering student progress. After careful 
consideration the Principal recommended the hiring of a full-time in- 
structional aide to assist in these classrooms. The School Board authorized 
this position in October and Anne Enderlin, a fully certified teacher, was 
hired to fill this position. Ms. Enderlin’s work has not only been successful 
in alleviating the problems which were identified, but has helped Miss 
Lawrie and Mrs. Grumman expand programs for grade 3/4 and 7/8. 

Soccer season for both A and B teams was successfully concluded under 
the coaching of Tina Lawrie with particular personal success for several 
students in grades 4, 5, and 6. 

Students were recognized through the Honor Roll, Citizenship Roll, and 
for younger students, the newly established Effort Awards as well as 
through the Student of the Month program. 

Students have participated in a number of field trips in order to expand 
their educational experiences including the complete offering of five school 
events at the Hopkins Center, a trip to Wiggins Armory Museum in 
Worcester, and the Survival and Wilderness course at Hurlburt Farm in 
Plymouth. The 7th and 8th grade students continue to make regular visits 
to the County Home to visit residents while other students, through the 
Fleet Leadership Program and a special grant gained through the efforts 
of Jane Elliot, also go the the County Home to present a variety of pro- 
grams and visit residents. Robin Grumann worked with 7th and 8th 
graders, Kristen Doran is leading the Fleet Leadership Program, Gerry 
Rudenfeldt is training students for the musical offerings which are a part 
of the special grant plan and classroom teachers are assisting with stu- 
dents from their rooms. 

Assembly programs during the year have included a visit by the Furry 
Friends Traveling Zoo and a program on people with disabilities by the 
puppet troop “Kids on the Block”. Additionally, students presented a well 
received Christmas program at the Town Hall on December 19th and the 
students from the grade 7/8 classroom offered two special community 
events as part of their fund raising activities. The grade 7/8 fund-raisers 
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were a Family “50’s” Dance with games and prizes to which parents and 
younger brothers and sisters were invited and the 2nd Annual Lip-Sync 
Contest. Both events proved extremely popular. 

In line with New Hampshire state curriculum guidelines, the faculty has 
begun a complete revision of the Unity School curriculums in Mathematics 
and Language Arts. This is a massive task involving comparison of the 
present curriculum in these areas with the frameworks suggested by the 
state and generation of a new curriculum which fits the needs of Unity 
Elementary School students. This process will lead to the adoption of new 
curriculum statements for the 1995-96 school year and substantial 
changes in testing procedure and teaching practice during that year. 
Revision of science and Social Studies curriculum plans will follow the 
completion of the work in Mathematics and Language Arts. 

The PTC continues its generous support of school activities with mone- 
tary support for additional school supplies and equipment as well as fund 
raising and logistical support for the Winter Activities program. In addi- 
ton, the PTC is cooperating in an evaluation and plan for revision of the 
Winter Program. 

Unity Elementary School is working to provide a strong, varied and 
appropriate educational program for all its students and expects to con- 
tinually revise and improve that program as we move toward the in- 
creasingly complex world of the next century.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
UNITY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
LOUISE DARLING, R.N. 
1993-94 


During the 1993-94 school year I spent four weeks at the Unity School. 
School health records, including immunizations status were established 
for 23 new students and maintained for all students. Students not in 
compliance were referred to their private physicians or school clinics in 
Claremont. The State Survey of immunization was completed on 1st, 7th 
and 8th graders and submitted to NH Dept. of Public Health. By April of 
1994, all Unity students were in compliance with state public health laws. 
Pediculosis (head lice) checks were completed on all students upon the 
opening of school and as needed throughout the school year. Incidence was 
low. 

Whooping cough was reported in 2 area pre-schoolers and one Unity 
student and one Unity staff member. A notice was sent home alerting all 
families to the presence of the disease and its symptoms. Families of 
non-immunized or inadequately immunized students were notified by 
phone. No Unity students were diagnosed with whooping cough to my 
knowledge. An attempt was made to require all students participating in 
after school sports to submit to a sports physical. Minimal success was 
realized towards this goal. Cost to the families and transportation were 
common obstacles. This goal was successfully realized in the fall of 1994. 

Vision screenings were completed on all students. Nine were referred for 
further consultation. Hearing screenings were completed on all students 
in grades 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 8. Two were referred for further evaluation. 

Scoliosis screenings were completed with 29 students and omitted on 
students who refused. No students were referred for follow-ups. 

Fifty students reported to the nurse with complaints of illness. 
Eighty-five students reported to the nurse for first aid, almost all minor. 

Unity School population contained 9 students with childhood asthma, 
and 3 with other chronic illness. 227 medications were dispensed through 
the school office.

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UNITY SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
March 1, 1994 


Minutes of the Annual School District Meeting held on March 1, 1994 at 
the Unity Elementary School, Unity, New Hampshire. At 5:00 p.m. the 
polls were declared open by Moderator Fred Hall Sr. to act upon ARTICLE 
I of the Warrant: “To elect a Moderator, Clerk, Treasurer for a one-year 
term and to elect one member of the School Board for a three year term.” 

At 7:00 p.m. the Moderator opened the business session of the District 
Meeting, stated that the polls would remain open until 7:30 p.m. and called 
for a pledge of allegiance. In reviewing the rules of the meeting, Mr. Hall 
determined that the District would allow those non-registered voters 
present to remain, and to speak. He asked that amendments be in writing, 
that there be only two amendments per Article, and that there be no 
running debates. 

Mr. Hall then asked that the Board introduce SAU #6 staff present: 
Superintendent Barbara Krysiak, Assistant Superintendent Jack Caldon, 
Director of Special Education Mike Harris, and Financial Director John 
Aubin. Principal Tom Dimitriadis was also introduced. 

ARTICLE II (Hearing of Reports): “To hear reports of Agents, Com- 
mittees or Officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.” Motion 
made by Donald Morse, seconded by Rodney Minckler. ARTICLE II passed. 

ARTICLE II (Trust Fund): “To see if the school district will vote to 
create an expendable general fund trust fund under the provisions of RSA 
198:20-c, to be known as the school buildings maintenance fund, for the 
purpose of repairing and maintaining the school buildings. Furthermore, 
to name the school board as agents to expend and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) toward this purpose. The school 
board recommends this appropriation. (Majority vote required).”Motion 
made by Mr. Morse, seconded by Mr. Minckler. Mr. Morse spoke on the 
importance of this fund to help cover unexpected expenses. ARTICLE III 
passed. 

ARTICLE IV (Main Budget): Mr. Morse presented the following reso- 
lution and moved its adoption: “That the District will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $943,690 for the support of the schools, for the salaries of Dis- 
trict officials, agents, and employees, for the payment of statutory obli- 
gations, and to authorize the application against said appropriation of such 
sums as are estimated to be received from the State equalization fund and 
building fund, together with other income, the School Board to certify to 
the Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and the ap- 
propriations, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town.” 

Seconded by Loraine Light. Mr. Morse began budget review by noting 
that dollar amount published in Town report differed from amount being 
voted on, as explained on District Meeting Change sheet distributed to 
voters. Review of the budget continued, with questions on teachers sala- 
ries and benefits. Mr. Harris answered questions about special education 
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funding and appropriations. At 7:35 The Moderator declared the polls 
closed for action on Article I. Budget discussion continued, the Change 
Sheet explained. Mr. Bellimer moved to amend the dollar amount to 
$931,690 with deductions to be made in health insurance, extra curricular, 
secretary salary and teachers salaries. Sidney Erskine seconded. Discus- 
sion on teacher contracts, benefits, and Article V. Question arose as to wh 
ich Article to vote on first. Mr. Bellimer withdrew his amendement 
pending outcome of Article V. Mr. Erskine withdrew his second. Mr. Morse 
withdrew his motion of Article IV, and Mrs. Light withdrew her second. By 
voice vote District agreed to by-pass Article IV until Article V had been 
voted on. 

ARTICLE V (Multi-Year Agreement): “To see if the Unity School District 
will vote to approve the cost item included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the Unity School Board and the Unity Edu- 
cation Association which calls for the following increases in salaries and 
benefits: 


Year Estimated Increase 
1994-95 $14,227 
1995-96 $ 4,029 


and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $14,227 for the 1994-95 
fiscal year, such sum representing the additional costs atrributable to the 
increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriation at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. The school board recommends 
this appropriation.” Motion made by Mr. Morse, seconded by Mr. Minck- 
ler. Mr. Hall received written requiest that vote on this article be by secret 
ballto. There was discussion, making it clear that the Board would have to 
re-negotiate teacher contracts if this article fails, and that the current 
contract would continue to be in place in the meantime. At 8:50 p.m. mo- 
tion was made to move the question. 

ARTICLE V FAILED by ballot vote: 12 Yes, 38 no. 

ARTICLE IV: Mr. Morse again moved, seconded by Mr. Minckler, 

ARTICLE IV (Main Budget), with a figure of $943,690. 

Discussion, and clarification about secretary hours budgeted. 

ARTICLE IV PASSED by voice vote. 

ARTICLE VI (Grants, Unanticipated Revenues, etc.): “Shall the School 
District accept the provisions of RSA 198:20-b providing that any school 
district, at an annual meeting, may adopt an article authorizing indefi- 
nitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the school board to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by the school district, money 
from a state, federal or governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year; provided that (i) such money shall be used 
only for legal purposes for which a schoo] district may appropriate money, 
(ii) the school board shall hold a public hearing on the expenditure of such 
money before it is expended, and (iii) the expenditure of such money does 
not require the expenditure of other school district funds.” Motion made by 
Mr. Morse, seconded by Mrs. Light. 
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ARTICLE VII (Gifts): To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to accept any and all legacies, gifts, grants and subsidies to 
the District in trust or otherwise.” Motion made by Mr. Morse, seconded by 
Mrs. Light. 

ARTICLE VII PASSED by voice vote. 

ARTICLE VIII (Other Business): “To transact any other business 
that may legally come before this meetng.” Motion made by Mr. Morse, 
seconded by Mrs. Light. Mrs. Bellimer asked the District to recognize and 
thank Mr. Morse for his contribution as a school board member over the 
years. 

ARTICLE VIII PASSED by voice vote. 

Motion to ADJOURN was heard at 9:37 p.m.
